A longtime member of 
the Mattapoisett Land Trust and vocal proponent for the 
town's tremulous taxpayers, Mr Hathaway has strived to 
keep Mattapoisett not only "special," but affordable for 
everyone. While working families may not feel the im- 
mediate pinch of rising taxes, Mr. Hathaway has served as 
a constant reminder of those on fixed incomes hoping to 
live out their golden years in Mattapoisett. 

Mr. Hathaway most recently led a group of 21 
like-minded residents and taxpayers in filing a lawsuit 
challenging the 2003 Town Meeting vote proposing the 
swap of the so-called Tinkham Forest Land for 400 acres 
owned by The Bay Club.

name of Mattapoisett to people the world over. He told 
the audience about the arrival of the Ned's Point Light, 
the coming of the railroad to Mattapoisett, and invoked 
the names of Captain Barstow and John Quincy Adams 
and how they played vital roles in the early history of the 
town.

get at least a few questions answered concerning many of 
the issues facing the Town of Marion during this election 
cycle and the in the years to come. Many of the voters 
who were present at the forum voiced concerns over the 
rising costs and living expenses that they claim are forcing 
people to move from Marion including the hot button 
issue of escalating water and sewer rates, property taxes 
and other such financial burdens.

Likewise, veteran Planning Board member 
Barry Perkins lost his bid for re-election to John P. Ma- 
thieu, who received 346 votes to Mr. Perkins' 335. 

In the other contested races on the May 22 ballot, 
Donald J. Fleming earned an open seat on the Board of 
Assessors, handily defeating candidate Robert L. (Buzz) 
Gammell, 447 to 217; both Mary F. Magee (466 votes) and 
Bette A. Roberts (475 votes) managed to retain their seats

review of his first year as Highway Surveyor. "By the end 
of this year we will have worked about 10,219 hours/' Mr. 
Denham said, "which will end up costing the town about 
$30.50 per man-hour. If the town were to go out and hire 
people under the prevailing wage, we probably be spend- 
ing closer to $50 an hour." 

Mr. Denham noted the town has about 75 miles of 
roads that the Highway Department maintains on an an- 
nual basis. Some roads, such as Chapel Road, have solid 
foundations but just need to be resurfaced, he said. He is 
proposing to use a new 'micropaving' process to resurface 
these roads so that the bulk of his money can be spent on 
completely redoing the more severe streets in town. 

"We have roads — and Fm talking about four-

and-a-half miles right in the center of town — that need 
to be completely redone and torn up/' Mr. Denham said.

lector, per annum ($28,529); Town Moderator, for Annual 
Meeting ($240), per Special Town Meeting ($79). 

ARTICLE 1 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a total $16.58 million General Operating Budget for Fiscal 
Year 2008. 

Resident Leedia Macomber questioned why the 
Town Administrator, who has only been on the job since 
the beginning of the year, was getting a 21.20 percent sal- 
ary hike. 

"When we advertised for a Town Administrator, 
we made it clear that we wanted someone with experi- 
ence and the salary was from $85,000 to $100,000," said 
Selectman Andrew Jeffrey. "When (Paul) Dawson was 
hired, we negotiated with (him) and came up with a sal- 
ary of $96,000. This is a two percent increase (over that)." 

A similar question was raised by resident Tom 
Magauran over a proposed 16.75 percent increase in the 
Town Accountant's salary. "When is it all going to end?" 
he asked. "We fight like hell to keep our rank and file 
people at three percent or less. Yet, you're telling us is if 
we don't give (the Town Accountant an) increase, she's 
going to leave." 

The expected questions were raised about in- 
dividual funding for the Treasurer's ($32,349) and 
Collector's ($38,809) positions — both of which are being 
proposed to become a single position on the May 29 An- 
nual Town Election ballot.

But the bulk of the debate and discussion under 
ARTICLE 2 focused on a requested 26.03 percent increase 
in Marion's assessment for the Upper Cape Regional 
Technical High School. 

"This is the only budget that came before us and 
the five (other member) towns with a 15 percent increase/' 
said FinCom member Lee Vulgaris. "You just heard about 
positions being cut at ORR. Upper Cape serves five towns: 
Falmouth, Bourne, Sandwich, Wareham, and Marion. If 
two towns do not recommend the budget, it has to go 
back to be reworked. Falmouth approved the budget. 
Sandwich did not. Bourne is in limbo, and Wareham ap- 
proved their own version of the budget without FinCom 
approval. I feel very strongly that this school needs to 
look at the way they came to a 15 percent increase." 

But according to Upper Cape's Superintendent, 
Kevin Farr, the state sets a minimum Foundation Budget 
for all schools and this year they are only $12,149 over 
that bare-bones amount. 

"On October 1 of each year, we report the num- 
ber of students enrolled: we have 647 students this year, 
which is our highest enrollment to date," Mr. Farr said. 

"We deserve to go along with this budget this 
year and I would urge you all to go along with it," added 
FinCom member James Barron. 

With that, a motion made by Mr. Vulgaris to 
reduce Upper Cape's budget by five percent, or $16,267, 
was soundly DEFEATED.

dard and Poor's, is currently A A. The Treasurer's performance 
is critical to the Town's bond rating, state funding receipts and 
the Town's financial liabilities. As we have seen in a neighboring 
town, without a professional in place, there is the possibility of 
fees and fines for late or missed filings of required government 
documents, as well as reduced State funding and delayed free 
cash certification which can affect the tax rate. Additionally, 
we face the possibility of a lowered bond rating, costing the 
taxpayers significant money through higher interest rates on the 
Town's future borrowings. 

These positions, over the years, have grown in com- 
plexity. A Treasurer/ Collector must not only have a financial 
background and experience, he or she should have municipal 
experience, must be well versed in municipal finances and 
municipal finance laws and he or she should have supervisory 
experience. The learning curve for municipal finances is very 
steep. These are not positions where one should get on the job 
training. 

We currently have a process in place to appoint the 
Superintendent of Schools, the Town Administrator, the Town 
Accountant, the Police Chief, the Fire Chief and the DPW 
Superintendent. These are all positions which require specific 
education, skills and qualifications like those of the Treasurer/ 
Collector. These are the professionals who manage our town; 
they are accountable on a day to day basis, not on a three year 
election cycle. Should an appointed candidate not work out to 
the satisfaction of the Town, the ability to replace the individual 
is termination, rather than waiting for an elected person's term 
to expire. 

As some communities have found, we can no longer 
assume that qualified, capable individuals would be willing to

Shrek the Third. With the voices of Mike Myers, Eddie Murphy 
and Cameron Diaz. Directed by Chris Miller. Running time: 
93 minutes. MPAA rating: PG. 

Shrek the Third, the latest summer- season event to gross $500 bil- 
lion within two hours of its release (or whatever), follows the irascible 
ogre (Mike Myers) into the terrifying prospect of fatherhood. At first, 
he balks: he just wants to live in his swamp hovel with his beloved ogre 
wife Princess Fiona (Cameron Diaz). But the movie is about rising to 
your destiny and heeding the scary call of adulthood, which in Shrek's 
case must mean reproduction. The Shrek films have tried awfully hard to 
preach acceptance and progressive thought, but the happily child-free in 
the audience may feel a bit left out in the cold. According to this film's 
schematic, you get married, you have babies, and you don't question it. 

That aside, Shrek the Third is about on par with its 2004 predecessor, 
leaving behind the overt fairy-tale parodies of the first film and bringing 
the hoary old characters to new witty life. For instance, here we have the 
kajfeeklatch of Snow White, Cinderella, Sleeping Beauty, and Rapunzel, 
voiced respectively by Amy Poehler, Amy Sedaris, Cheri Oteri, and Maya 
Rudolph. Except for Sedaris, who has considerable comedy chops of her 
own, that's a formidable grouping of Saturday Night Live vets, to put 
alongside Myers and Eddie Murphy (who returns as the voice of the ir- 
repressible Donkey). When the quartet of fairy-tale heroines band together 
with Fiona, the soundtrack kicks into Kill BiWs "Battle Without Honor 
or Humanity," one of many free-floating adult pop-culture references. 

The frog king (voiced too briefly by John Cleese, whose Python 
colleague Eric Idle turns up as Merlin) is on his last frog legs, and the 
throne must be passed to someone. Certainly not Shrek, who is offered 
the gig but swiftly demurs. No, it seems there's another heir out there, 
a high- school dweeb named Arthur (Justin Timberlake), unaware of his 
destiny. Meanwhile, the blond, handsome and slimy Prince Charming 
(Rupert Everett), doomed to humiliating dinner theater, seeks to claw his 
way into the respect he feels is rightfully his; he gathers a group of vil- 




lainous malcontents and launches an attack on the vulnerable kingdom. 

It's a recent tradition for second sequels to be a bit busy; Spider-Man 
3 threw in everything including the kitchen sink, and the same looks to be 
true of the upcoming Pirates of the Caribbean: At Franchise's End. The 
third Shrek boasts a lot of diversions, including a body- switch between 
Donkey and the suave Puss in Boots (Antonio Banderas), but at 93 min- 
utes it gets in and out fast while still leaving room for Myers to develop 
Shrek with layers of melancholy and doubt — at this point, with Austin 
Powers long played out, Shrek's about the only bid for posterity he's got. 
The animation gets sleeker with each entry — a shot of Prince Charm- 
ing unleashing his hair in a Pantene-commercial moment subtly tells us 
how far computer imaging has come — and not many other $160 million 
blockbusters would make time for a rendition of "Live and Let Die" by 
grieving frogs. (The Shrek films have a history of musical hipness; Prince 
Charming rattles off a phrase that pays tribute to Bob Dylan.) 

There's the obligatory burp and fart humor for the kiddies, of course, 
but any film with the wherewithal to cast Ian McShane as Captain Hook 
has more going for it than flatulence. The Shrek franchise started out 
bumpy for me but has improved with each chapter, though I wonder how 
many more films this concept can hold. A trilogy is a nice neat number, 
though a $750 trillion opening weekend (or whatever) may make it hard 
for DreamWorks to leave well enough alone, and a fourth go-round has 
already been announced for 2010. The cynical suspicion arises that Shrek 
faces fatherhood so that his progeny can star in direct-to-DVD sequels 
without having to pay Mike Myers seven figures. Get married, have kids, 
make money for the corporation.
